Commnity Aporoach and Objectives 

Tue to topography and water resources, lands suited to farming are 
sectionalised throughout Saudi Arabia, Conseqently efforts to improve 
agricultural standards will be confined to these areas, some of which are 
rather remote, Rural population is concentrated in tese commnities, -er 
aveas, and ig largely selfsufficing, Under these conditions any steps taken 
to improve farming standards should encompass the agricultural needs of the 
community as a whole,

The primary objective of this cooperative project is to Improve living 
conditions through increased agricultural productivity of farmers in the 
community, Secondary objectives are listed as follows: 

1, Rneourage farmers to plant seed of improved varieties of crops 
(grains, fruits and vegetables) suited to the area and use modern cultural 
practices so that greater production per acre will be realized, 

2. Establish a plot of land in each area to be used by technicians 
for experimental work and demonstrations, 

3, Establish an area livestock improvenent program by encouraging 
farmers to follow improved breeding, feeding, grazing and disease control 
practices, 

4. Determine insect pests, plant diseases and instruct and assist 
farmers in their eradication or control, 

5, Encourage farmers in improvig the use of available land ani water 
resources (irrigation and drainage), 

6. Instruct farmers in methods of organizing and operating their 
farms including layout, labor, use of equipment, preservation of food, 
marketing, ete, 

7, Encourage and assist in the establishment of vocational agriculture 
training suited to the needs of youth and adults of the area, 


Joint Flan of Operation 

To the extent of personnel, supplies, materials ani funds provided 
pursuant to this project agreement, and for the purpose of accomplishing 
the objectives set forth above, the following joint plan of operation is 
hereto agreed:

1, The TCA shall provide (1) the services of technicians in the 
field of agriculture to supply technical and administrative direction 
to the work, and (2) equiyment, materials and apparatus for demonstra~ 
tion purposes not produced or manufactured in Saudi Arabia, 

2. The Saudi Arabian Government shall provide (1) personnel to 
serve as counterparts to each TCA technician, and designate toosl-area 
personnel for training so that in the execution of the project agreement 
Saudi representatives will be trained to carry on after Point 4 Cooperation 
is discontinued, mat (2) suitable land in a convenient location for exper- 
imental and demonstration purposes, (3) equipment shed, storage rooms, hous- 
ing for comumity work shop and necessary enclosure at the experinental 
and demonstration plot, (4) petroleum products required for travel vehicles 
by technicians, (5) labor and materials for repairing and building dykes, 
digging ditches, repairing, repairing and constructing small earthen dams 
and leveling land for better irrigation practices, and (6) other miscel- 
laneous labor and materials when needed. The estimated budget below 
determines the amounts that will be spent for the above items,

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SUBJECT: Program Guide for Agricultural Development 
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Purpose 


This circular provides guidence to Point 4 country directors 
and their staffs in planning and carrying on agricultural 


programs, 
Objective 


The objective of such prograns is to promote more effective 
use of the agricultural resources of underdeveloped countries 
with particuler reference to increasing food production, 
distribution and consumption, and gradually enabling the 
countries to carry on these activities with diminishing 

TCA aid, 


Policy on Tynes of Assistance 


(TCA has sought assistance in activating its program of food, 
production through tackstopping arrangements with United 
States Government agencies, with lan? srent colleges and 
universities, and with private agencies), 


3,1 Field assistance will consist of contributions in 
personne]. and funds toward encoureging the building of 
local organization to help assure that the activities 

_ will be carried forward by the host government on a 
permanent basis, The United States contribution will 
consist primarily of experienced specialized technical 
personnel, as well as more general extension type workers, 
and will provide for participation in joint funds or 
otherwise for purchase of supnlies and equipment, and 
for employment of local personnel needed for an effec 
tive program, 


3.2 Major efforts usually should be devoted to problems of an 
immediate nature and especially to those that have the 
possibility of an early solution, As desirable as longe 
time research may be, the production, conservation, and 
distribution of food or cash crops will usually require 
primary attention according to the resources of indivi- 
dual countries, 


he 
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3,3 Technical workers should collabor-te with nationals in their 
technicsl investig*tions, so as to provide a widening 
corps of local workers, the ultimate end being technical 
self-sufficiency of 2 comtry, To make it possible that 
the agricultural knowledge be csrried to small producers, 
it is important that stress be put on the organization of 
operating units, usvally through project agreerents, that 
will effectively utilize local technicians in order that 
the number of United States technicians cen be kept to a 
ninimm, Enphasis should be on providing leadership end 
training, witle building up the locs] technicians for the 
job of supervising, directing, demonstrating, and teaching, 
The organization of projects staffed almost entirely by 
local technicians vould nrovide on-the-job traiving for 
local workers, would provide an etvosphere for the under- 
standing of locs). evstons and attitudes, and would build 
toward self-sufficiency of activities, The aim is to 
achieve nore effective utilizetion of locel technicians 
and to expen? their number, 


Program Approach 


Country directors in cooperstion with officials of the host 
government at anpropriste levels, should review existing 
agricultural projects and the agricultural needs, resources, 
and absorptive capecities of their countries in order to 
formulate a balanced agricultural program and one adequately 
geared to development activities in other fields or by other 
agencies, In this connection, each country director should: 


a, Determine first, thet his country program with respect to 
agriculture leads, so far as practical and economically 
sound, toward an incvease of the available food supply; end 
second, thet non-food income cash income crops be expanded, 


b, Examine the need for programs and their inter-relation in: 
Soil management end conservation, fertilizers, field crops, 
horticultural crops, anim] husbandry, dairy husbandry, 
poultry husbandry, plant and animal disease, insect pest 
control, range mnagenent, agricultural engineering, agri- 
cultur’]. economics (form monrc-nent, merketing, ete,), farm 
credit, food conservetion (processing, perservotion), rodent 
control, local water resource davelonnent and conservation, 
irrigation prrctices, land reclemstion through drainoze aid, 
home econovles, 


ce, Make available to the foreign governnents inforva ion to 
stimulate interest in a prozran of "4 H" tyne of club work, 
TCA assistance in this tyne of progran ean he provided to 
train, by ectual field denonstretion, end to heln qualified 
nationals to expend the wort in rural areas as rapidly es 
local cireurstances pernit, 
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Compile and collate on a continuing basis as much 
descriptive, technical, an¢ stotisticr] deta as currently 
available on soil, agricultural production, existing 
storace and processing facilities, marketing, and credit 
facilities, as well as the hunan and capital resources, 
in the country concerned, A careful eyamination of the 
deta (there my be need for gamle surveys if important 
data are lacking), coupled with interviews with inforned 
persons, should help guide the host government to develop 
an understanding of the need for a number of early 
attainable projects, 


Project, Criteria 


Answers to the following questions should aid mterially in 
evaluating proposed projects:

Is the project feasible, considering the time require- 
ment and resources reasonably aveilable? 


Will it use resources and availeble manpower without 
cometing unculy with other vital segments of the 
national economy? 


Will this project. contribute to the better use of labor 
in the normal off-season of agricultural production? 


Will it conserve soil? 


Will it help to widen the internal market and make it 
more corpetitive? 


Are local merketing facilities existent and adequate? 
Storage and Processing facilities? 


Will it inprove hymen eapacdties and skills? 
Will it encourage: production? 


Will it raise the standard of living? 


Does the project concern the production of critical 
materials of interest to the United States? 


Are local agricnlturists and other techniciens available 
to participate in the project? 


Are the necessery United States technicians evailable to 
underteke this project? (This can be determined by 
contecting TCA/Washinton before making firm programs or 
comitnents. ) 
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Is production and marketing credit sveilable end ececurte? 


Is this project proverly coordinated with the field activities 
of the !xnort-Inport Bank, International Bank for Reconstruc~ 
tion and Development, the United Nations Technical Assistance 
Program, and other assistance programs? 


Is the developnent coniewplated of such a level and weni- 
tude that it cen be properly eassimileted into the existing 
economy end society, anc will necessary budgetary suonort 
be provided after United States aid ceases? 


Is the contemplated oneration proper in the logical develop~ 
mental sequence? 


Frogram Hlanning Assistance fron Washington 


Country directors may find it adviseble to ask for technical 
advise tron the TC!/Weshington staff, or for e brief preliminery 
reconnaissance and/or investigation by exerts hy broad ex- 
perience and hich coupetency in agriculture, to deternine the 
exact nature o° the problem and of the assistance required, 


Coordination With Other Agencies 


Proposals for agricultural projects should be coordinated not 
only with other agricultural worl carried on by the host 
government but also with the work of internationel and privete 
agencies, 


Treining 


Balanced agricultural country procrams should include provision 
for training not only in connection with projects in a country 
but also for more advanced training in the United States or 
elsewhere as my be appropriate, 


Foreign Financing 


The following are sources of foreizn c*nital that my be avail- 
able in connection with any proposed development requiring other 
than domestic cepital:

The Export-Import Benk-san agency of the United States 
Government which extends loans to exmend the production of 
defense incterials sbroed, and which will make loans for 
agricultural develonnent when there are sufficient proven 
reserves and assurances 0.’ a good arket, The Pyxnort-Imort 
Bank cen mke lorns to United Stetes end foreign enterprises, 
and to governnents end agencies of governnents, 
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The International Pank for Reconstruction end Development, 
which can lend only to a senber zovernment or to sone 
autonomous government entity with the approval of thet 
governnent, This would incluce 2 state, a mricinality, 
& government-owned bank or development corporation, 

The bank does not lend directly to private enterprise, 
However, where a nenber government is willing to assume 
the resvonsibility and guarantee a loan for industrial 
or agriculiural development or sone other vurpose within 
the scope of the bank's authority, it is entirely 
possible to obtain the desired finencing, 


When American business ‘roups, with good finenciel 
connections have hecom interested in sharing with local 
capitel in the development of a new agricultural industry, 
or in its expansion in a foreign country, the dollar 
financing often can be obtained throuch United States 
commercial banks, (The larger American banks have 
branches or agencies in my foreign countries), 


In the event that a potential agricultural developnent 
has reached the stage where finencing is required and 
domestic financing cannot be arranged without assls~ 
tance of outside credits, it is suggested that the 
country director seek further specific assistance from 
TCANashington, Financial advice can be provided to 

aid the country director in his consideration of specific 
developments,

POM 4 POLICIES RiCCiMENDED BY 
AGRICULTURAL ADVISORY BOARD 


The Point 4 Program in the field of agriculture mst emphasize 
a few key projects that are quickly, economically, and widely repro» 
ducible, a board of consultants rocommended to the Technical Cooper- 
ation Administration this week, 


The board, which is comprised of leaders in agriculture and rural 
life in America, stressed the importance of the "grass-roots-village" 
approach in helping the people of underdeveloned countries in their 
efforts for social and economic improveuent. 


"The full participation of the commnity shovld be sought through 
the utilization of locally available human and natural resources, local 
institutions and organizations, local. leaders, and local labor supply, 
toward the end of developing loca}, initiative and competence to con- 
tinue and expand procrans," the board said. 


The group advises TCA on roint 4 policies relating to agriculture, 
food suvply, and natural resources. Its members are: Harold B, Allen, 
Director of Education, Near East Foundation, New York, New York; 

Abner Rowen, farmer and businessman, Delphi, Indiana; L. &, Ligutti, 
Executive Director, National Catholic Rural Life Conference, Des Moines, 
Towa; John H. Reisner, Executive Secvetary, Agricultura] Missions, Inc., 
Ney York, New Yorl:; Willian A. Schoenfeld, Dean imeritus and Organi- 
zation Consultant, Corvallis, Oregon; and Kaymond W. Miller, Consultant 
to the Food and Agriculture Organization of Ui! and Lecturer, Harvard 
Graduate School of Business Administration, Linden, California, Also 
signing the recommendations were the following member-designates of 

the Board: E, B, livans, President, Prairie View Agricultural and 
Mechanical College, Prairie View, Texas, and (. leigh Stevons, agri- 
cultural engincer and management consultant, Yemassee, South Carolina. 


The Board's recommendations follows - 


The chief purpose of the technical Cooperation 
Administration program is to help people help them- 
selves, ina simple, direct way, rather than to te 
utilized as an expedient to attain political and/or 
military policy objectives. TCA should not be 
required to administer funds not contributing 
directly to its fundamentel aims. 


TCA programs can only succeed if governments 


and people have confidence in the sincerity with 
which such help is offered, 


In carrying out 
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In carrying out the projects it is necessary that 
TCA adopt a "grass-roots-village" approach. Such an 
approach will give maximm results with minimum expen- 
diture of appropriated funds, ‘This will require a 
staff posessing imagination and determination inspired 
by a spirit of service. 


The desire for assistance should arise from a need 
recognized by a community as important for the achieve- 
ment of better living, 


The full participation of the community shouJd be 
sought through the utilization of locally available 
human and natural resources, local institutions and 
organizations, local leaders, and local labor supply, 
toward the end of developing local initiative and com- 
petence to continue and expand programs. 


In the field of Agriculiure, TCA should emphasize 
a few key projects that are quickly, economically and 
widely reproducible, 


In many of these countries there exists a rich fund 
of proven knowledge and proven practical application of 
that knowledge which desperately needs to be dissemi- 
nated to all of the people. 


The accomplishment of only a few projects which are 
simple and already proven will solve the inmediate food 
problem in the underdeveloped countries, 


Typical projects are: 


Proven varieties for high yielding crops and 
improved livestock, 


Stall farm tools for use with hand and locally 
available animal power. 


Savings of food from loss through proper methods 
of rodent and inseot control, and through efficient 
methods of storage. 


Inmediate implementation of plans to eradicate 


rinderpest, foot and mouth disease and desert 
locusts, 


We believe 


We believe attention shovld be given to sound 
evaluation of weter resources and planning for 
proper control and use of this vital resource 
hrough simple methods of application and/or 
drainage , 


In order to provide incentive to farmers and 
secure to them a greater proportion of the 
results of tkeir labors we believe that better 
methods of marketing end distribution should 
be instituted everywhere. As an example, in 
the East this has been auply demonstrated at 
Hongkong « 


We believe that emphasis on these types of projects 
represents the basic philosophy 2nd concept of TCA and, 
furthermore, that the American people will wholeheartedly 
support a program of this nature. 


In the develoyment of this program we urge the closest 


possible collaboretion with the Food and Agriculture Organi- 
zation of the United Nations,

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POINT 4 RELATIONSHIP BET"EEN THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE AND 
THE DEPARTMENT OF STATE (TECHNICAL COOPERATION ADMINISTRATION) 


Pursuant to the Act for International Develonment, the President hes, 
by executive Order No, 10159, issued-Septeuber %, 1950, authorized and 
directed the Secretary of State, with certain exceptions, to exercise the 
powers vested in the President by ‘the Act, The President in Executive 
Order No, 10159 has provided that the other agencies of the Government are, 
upon the request of the Secretary of State, to participate in the carrying 
out of the purposes of the Act for International Development, and that the 
Secretary will, 4n cooperution with the heads of such agencies, plan and 
execute the programs authorized by the Act, 


The Department of State in Departmental Announcement 212, issued on 
October 27, 1950, announced the establishment of the Technical Cooperation 
Administration (TCA) as an integral component of the Depertment, and stated 
that the Technical Cooperation Administrator will, under the general direction 
of the Secretary of State, plan, implement, and menage the Point 4 programs 
as authorized by the Act for International Development. 


‘ The responsibilities placed in the Seoretary of State by the President 
under the Act for International Development call for the closest mutual co# 
operation and support between the Department of State (TCA) and the technical 
agencies of the Government in order to achieve the objectives of the Act, 

The. technical agencies of the Government which are requested to participate 
in the program will, under the leadership of the Department of State, co» 
operate in the spirit of a partnership for the purpsse of achieving common 
objectives in the tasks which they are requested to perform, 


' The form and extent of the participation in the program by the technical 
agencies of the Government will-in all cases be governed by its effectiveness 
and economy in carrying out the objectives ‘of the Act, 


While realizing that the opportunities for perfecting the relationship 
between the Department of State and the other agencies of the Government parti- 
clpating ‘in the Point 4 program will materialize as they work together in ad- 
vaneing the ‘program, it is deemed desirable to set down the broad principles 
governing the relations between the Departyent of State and the Department of 
Agriculture, The principles herein set forth will be subject to modification 
from time to time as future developnente of the program and other circum- 


stances may require, 


(1) Maximum use shall be made of the skills, knowledge, experience, cons 
tacts and resources of the Department of Acriculture. which have been 
developed over a period of many years both in the United States and 
elsewhere, To this end TCA will consult with the Department of Agri- 
culture in all phases of the program planning and execution of the 
Point 4 program pertaining to its fields of specialized competence,
